TWENTY-FIVE 
HUNDRED ARE 
REGISTERED 

Decrease of Ninety From 
Last Year 



RETURNS NOT FINAL 



Music, Arts, Dentistry and 
Physical Eds., Show 
Increase 



The revised registration figures given 
to the "Daily" late last night show, at 
present, a decrease of about ninety under 
that of last year. The faculties of Arts 
and Music and Dentistry show increases, 
while Pharmacy's numbers remain at 
forty-two. 

Music shows the biggest increase, near 
jy doubling its registration. This year 
there are 173 registered, of which 152 
arc partials, as compared with 96 of last 
year. The Department of Social Service 
where, however, registration is not com- 
plete, shows the biggest comparative de- 
crease; only 12 have registered so far as 
compared to 28 of last year. 

A decrease in registration is being ex- 
perienced by practically every university 
and is undoubtedly a result of the uni- 
versal business depression and owing 
partly to the fact that there are no re- 
turned men entering the Freshmen years. 
The size of the third and fourth years 
in all the faculties is due to the large 
percentage of war veterans. 

At Queen's University there arc 1,134 
registered as against 1,156 last year — a 
decrease of 22. The registration is di- 
vided as follows: Arts, 576; Science, 
303 ; Medicine, 255. 

Medicine has a Freshman class of 91 
while last year's class was limited and 
had 115 men and 12 women. This year 
one year in Arts is necessary before en- 
tering Medicine and this accounts, to 
some degree, for the smaller number. 

The total for Science and Architecture 
tlits year is 593 as compared with 663

DR. SLATER SPOKE 
TO PRESBYTERIANS 

Gave Address on "The Enter 
prize of Preaching" 



A large audience gathered at the Pres- 
byterian College last evening to hear tlte 
address given by Dr. Slater of Edinburg. 

The meeting was presided over by Dr. 
Rcxford, Dean of the Co-operative The- 
ological Colleges. A portion of Scrip- 
ture was read by Dr. Warriner of the 
Congregational College, who also offered 
prayer. 

Dr. Rcxford then called upon Dr. 
Fraser, principal of the Presbyterian Col- 
lege, to introduce the speaker of the even- 
ing. Dr. Fraser in a few well-directed 
remarks mentioned the various fields in 
which Dr. Slater had gained distinction. 
He spoke of him as a preacher, author, 
and as head of the department of re- 
ligious exercises in the British Y.M.C.A. 
during the great war. 

Dr. Slater was then called upon and 
delivered a most interesting address upon 
"The Enterprise of Preaching." The 
purport of the address was chiefly di- 
rected toward students of Theology. He 
emphasized the fact that unless a student 
believed firmly in preaching, and was 
willing to throw bis whole heart and 
soul into it, there was no use for him 
to enter the ministry. He pointed out 
that there were two aims in preaching. 
First, the glorification of God, and sec- 
ond, the betterment of man. 

He then went on to discuss the various 
kinds of preparations necessary for one 
who is in the ministry to make. He 
mentioned the direct method of prepara- 
tion, i.e., the choosing of a text, and the 
writing of a sermon, but laid more spe- 
cial stress on the indirect preparation. 
He spoke particularly of extensive read- 
ing of good literature as one of the best 
means of preparation. 

Many other interesting points were also 
brought forward by Dr. Slater in the 
course of his address, among them being, 
the preference of speaking without notes, 
and the development of speech as a neces- 
sary qualification to a preacher. Also he 
touched on the desirability of originality. 
"Use other men's ideas," he said, but do 
not use other men's language exactly as 
they themselves used it. 

After the conclusion of Dr. Slater's ad- 
dress, Dr. Rose of the Wesleyan College 
proposed a vote of thanks to him which 
was rendered by Dr. Rcxford.

'he "rushing" of freshmen, which varies only in character and 
ity each year, seems to have: become so firmly rooted a 
tradition at McGill that it were futile to question its merits or 
efficacy, ft has reached the stage where Sophomore classes feel it 
a duty to bring the members of the incoming class to as low a state 
of humility as possible. This may or may not be of gréât value to 
the university; but suffice it to say that it exists. 

A point to be questioned', however, is whether the duty of the 
Sophomore to the Freshman should stop there. Should the second 
year man feel that his responsibility has been discharged when he has 
successfully placed the "frosh". in his lowly place? No doubt in 
doing so he has performed ' a valuable service to his Alma Mater ; 
but he should perform far greater service yet. 

Old graduates of this institution like to refer proudly to "that 
did McGill spirit". There can be «o doubt that they have experi- 
enced and still manifest it. But is the same spirit still found here? 

ill the Undergraduate of to-day after graduation be able to feel and 
express the same sincere enthusiasm as thé older alumnus? True 
the enormous growth of the student body within the last ten years 
makes it a vastly greater prablen? to produce a solid College spirit; 
but the thing is certainly not impossible. And the sophomore can do 
much in this regard. 

The obligation jirçuniberït. upon ; the sophomore is apparent. 
Just as he now, fels it a duty to molest and humble the freshman so 
should the second year man feel it.his duty to instil into the new- 
comer a feeling of loyalty and devotion to the University. He 
should explain tu him that he must give his support to McGill's 
representatives in all their endeavours.' He should point out to him 
-''that the co-operation of the whole student body is required in all 
college affairs, fn short he must do all in his power, by word, and 
above all by example to make of the freshman a loyal son of Mc- 
Gill. 

If Sophomore classes were to make this a traditional duty, the 
incoming classes each year would be infected with a McGill spirit 
.which would lose none of its intensity throughout an entire course at 
college. There should then be no such pronounced feeling of apathy 
towards college affairs on the part of some of the students as oit 
some occasions during the past few years. 

This is what the sophomore can d ofor the college and the fresh 1 
man. This is what the second year student should include in his 
duties. "Rushing" is one of his duties—so let it be. But let not 
another, of far greater importance be shirked. Sophomores must not 
fail to carry out all their responsibilities.

Charles E. Mitchell, President of 
the National City Bank of New York, 
largest of American financial institu- 
tions, and a director in many other 
large corporations is probably ' the 
youngest of distinguished American 
financiers, being 44 years old. He 
was born in Chelsea, Mass., and was 
graduated from Amherst. The fol- 
lowing letter written to a Princeton 
Freshman is published with Mr. Mit- 
chell's consent. 

"1 have just learned from your Dad 
that yoii arc a Freshman in Princeton, 
and be has asked that a friendly eye 
be cast your way. It makes me feel 
as if I should grow a gray beard at 
once. Considering the fact that 26 
years have passed sinec I was a col- 
lege freshman and that added fact that 
1 had gathered a family 'when I first 
saw you, a baby kicking wildly in' a 
crib, it seems the approprite thing 
for me to do! 

"But instead of growing a gray 
beard, suppose 1 do what most totter- 
ing old men arc prone to do — offer 
somc sage advice? I shall, then, select 
one of their favorite themes and tell 
you what it seems to me that you 
should carry in your mind as the 
salient qualities in thé competition of 
life, wor which you are now spending 
four years in training. 

. Regular Exercise Necessary.' 
"The fundamental quality is health. 
No one is born with health that will 
continue unnurtured through the 
year. The physical body, the most de- 
licate of all mecharticisms, will stand a 
lot of wear and strain if, and onlyif, 
it is given reasonable attention. Some 
degree of sense must be shown in the 
kind of food and drink one puts • into 
it, but provided it all be done with 
regularity and above all, moderation, 
the mechanism will take care of food, 
yes, and even of drink too, that goes 
a little way each side of the common 
adjective ."plain." 

"It won't stand the excessive in 
cither case, and speaking of regular- 
ity, that's what you must practice in 
sleep. Don't believe the fellow who 
tels you he is keen after five hours 
sleep or after 12 hours sleep. Most 
of us require about eight, and then 
every night, if the next day is td find 
us truly "in the game." But most 
important is exercise. I don't mean 
spasmuadic exercise — half a day twice 
a week or 45 holes of golf a day at 
the week-end and nothing during the 
week. That is what I call going on 
an exercise "bat"— again an excess 
that ordinarily does far more harm 
than good. 

"" Honestly a Requisite. 
"I mean regular daly exercise, that 
is sufficiently strenuous and if done 
for sufficient time to make you feel it. 
It may at times be a bore but the re- 
ward is enormous. Get that body , of 
ydur's built up now ând make up your 
mind that you will never abuse it. 
You may possess all the qualities for 
success known to man but if they 
must operate through a deficient body, 
the handicap cannot be overcome, 

"The next basic quality, I should 
say, is character. Honestly one must 
have, .not -only in his dealings with 
others,but above all with himself, You 
may at times be able to "put some- 
thing over" with others but don't be 
such a fool as to fool yourself. > You 
must always be your own most critical 
judge but your verdicts must be back- 
ed by honestly. Then you must" be 
loyal to the best standards and you 
must develop courage to do and dare 
physically and mentally, remembering 
conservation will save many a 
But character-building is a 
subject that suggests sermonizing and 
I leave the further exposition of the 
theme to those who will give you the 
regular drills in it through rod and 
tongue. 

Improve Opportunities. 
"Then there is the quality of person- 
ality. Some say that it is God-given, and 
often it is-but often too it is the result 
of the endeavor to cultivate it, based on 
an appreciation of the great part it plays 
m success. Ease of manner, gracious- 
ness, consideration for others, good fel- 
lowship in -the best sense of the word, de- 
mocracy, cultivation in speech and lan- 
guage, presence, carriage— these qualities 
and a : dozen or more others, all perhaps 
wèathervanes that are swung by winds 
of character, constitute personality. But 
many, of them ' may be cultivated and 
where you find them lacking there îs

or m training, 



Personality is -assuredly an attribute of 
success. 

"But I presume ability, by which I 
mean knowledge and understanding, is 
the outstanding quality essential to gain- 
ing a high place in the competition of 
life. I have not mentioned it earlier, 
merely because the other qualities are the 
foundation on which this quality can ef- 
fectively" be. reared. Ever since I packed 
my graduation sheep-skin in my suitcase 
and went into the cold world with a flat 
purse and the necessity (and incidentally 
ambition) to make something of myself, 
1 have had a constantly growing regret 
that during a period of four years of my 
life, 'the time I 'was at college, I did not 
improve to the utmost my opportunities 
of picking up the varied knowledge Iy. 
ing like riches all about me. 

Study Not an Education. 
"It was, as I. see it in retrospect, a 



time of comparative leisure;- when^I could 
easily havç accomplished that which in 
he crowded hours of later life, 1 have, 
with pleasure to be sure, but with great 
handicap, accomplished. And the rea- 
son? Because in Freshman and Sopho- 
more and part through Junior year, I did 
not bring myself to realize that the sub- 
jects which were given to me to study 
were practical in their application to life. 
I was not interested. But later, having 
become interested in one subject, my in- 
terest spread and before tny exit from 
college 1 had begun to set- something that 
hard experience has since shown me viv- 
idly :that almost every subject in the. cur- 
riculum had a real application and that 
I had been blind to my opportunities. 

"Do take advantage of the chance that 
is yours to study. But don't rely on 
study for education. Some of the wisest 
men I know have gained their . ability 
through keeping their eyes open, observ- 
ing all that passed about them and exer- 
cising the process of original thinking. 
And don't neglect the opportunities for 
discussion, for debate, and for writing, 
all of which clarify your thinking and 
sharpen your wits. 

"Now there is much ability combined 
with personality and character that never 
succeeds and the reason usually is that 
there is absence of a further essential 
quality— industry backed by determina- 
tion. Will your Tiger nine or eleven 
succeed without 'determination to suc- 
ceed? Will your track men win unless 
they clench their jaws and grip their fin- 
gers in their palms? -There must in every 
successful soul be developed an indomit- 
able will to win. If there is laziness in 
you, eliminate it. Don't excuse yourself 
from work. Forget the clock. Drive 
yourself to industry. 

"And so f conclude— health, character, 
personality, knowledge, Industry— these 
are the essential qualities for . success. 
Remember them all from Freshman year 
through University days and into the 
long years when with your training days 
passed, you will be up against the cold 
competition of the world. But remember 
this above all else— the other qualities arc 
as sounding brass and tinkling cymbals 
except as you have that basic bite of the 
qualities— health."

An increase of nearly forty-five per- 
cent in the circulation of books from 
the Redpath Library is announced in 
the annual report of the library com- 
mittee to Corporation, which- was sub- 
mitted to the library committee at 
its meeting yesterday, by Dr. G. R. 
Lomcr, university librarian. Sub- 
stantial incraascs are also reported in 
attendance at the library and in addi- 
tions to the shelves, as well as in the 
routine work carried on by the staff 
such as cataliguing, accessioning, in- 
dexing, filing, and binding work. The 
quarterly report, submitted at the same 
time as the annual report, records in- 
creases in all departments of library 
activity except attendance. This latter 
report covers the months of June, 
July, and August. 

Between September 1, 1921 and 
September 1, 1922, the University 
Library was open .273 days, 21 half- 
days, and 144 evenings, as compared 
with 272 days, 21 half-days, and 138 
evenings last year. Total attendance 
this year amounted to 43,575, as com- 
pared to 40,472 last year, an increase 
of 3,103. Attendance is analysed as 
follows: readers, men, 24,793; readers, 
women 11,851; law library, 6,526; 
visitors, 405. 

Circulation of books this year total- 
led 71,279, as against 49,723, last year, 
an increase of 21,556. Circulation is 
divided as follows: reading room, 18,- 
004; outside, 36,940; law library, 5,- 
221; University Book Club, 11,114.:. 

During 1921-22, 10,420 books were 
added to the library stack, as compared 
to 6,296 last year, an increase of 4,- 
124. These figures make alowance for 
losses and exchanges, so that the actual 
contribution to the library last year 
totalled more than ten thousand, This 
number included 8,145 purchased and 
2,467 received as gifts. 

In addition to cataloguing and ac- 
cessioning these volumes, the staff re- 
accessioned 22 old volumes, re-cata- 
logued 519 old volumes, added 607 
pamphlets, and listed 81 additional 
paper material. They also prepared 
and filed 24,955 index catalog cards, 
compared to 18,900 last year, an in- 
crease, of 6,055. The library's binding 
handled 4,127 volumes, as against 2,- 
Volumes bound numbered 3,225, and 
243 last year, an increase of 1,884. 
those repaired 902. _ . 

The travelling libraries also report 
a good year, there having been 448 
purchases, 501 donations, and 372 
books withdrawn. Libraries sent put 
numbered 129, renewals, 17, stereo- 
scopes sent out, 54, lectures, 170. 
There arc at present 8,621 volumes in 
the travelling libraries. 

Figures, for the last quarter are: at- 
tendance 1,831; circulation, 9,188, an 
increase of 2,096 over the same period 
last year; cataloguing, 1,392, an in- 
crease of 781 ; catalogued but not yet 
accessioned, 182; cards filed, 2,125, an 
increase of 825; binding, 1,291,. an in- 
crease of 678. In the travelling lib- 
raries, 24 books were added; 13 lib? 
raries were sent out; also 6 stercoscop 
and 13 lantern lectures. 

Gifts during the last quarter includ- 
ed: 18 books from Dr. A. D. Blackadcr 
for the Blackader Library of Architec- 
ture; a George III document with seal 
attached from Mrs. A. Huntley Duff; a 
photograph silhouette of Sir William 
Dawson' aa a boy, from C. J. Fleet; 
54 volumes of general literature, from 
Henry W. Garth; 89 volumes from 
Duncan McLennan; three volumes for 
the Blackader Library of Architecture, 
from Hon. J. S. McLennan; many 
books for the Blackadcr Library and 
the ■ travelling libraries, from • Dr. 
Francis McLennan; a copy of* the 
medallion of Dr. Benjamin Suite du 
Phillippe Herbert, from Gerard Mai 
chclosse; a number of volumes on 
theology from the library of the late 
Rev. James Roy, from Miss Roy; and 
a letter from Muxley to Dr. Martin of 
Johns Hopkins University, from Mrs 
E. R. A. Taschereau, Ottawa. Cash 
donations included $150 from Dr. A, 
B. Blackadcr and $50 from F. Clcve. 
land Morgan, as contributions towards 
the cost of printing the catalogue of 
the Blackader Library of Architecture

The Freshman Rule, the Englisl 
Rugby team's games with Varsity, 
and the likelihood of MacDonald Col 
lege and a McGill Junior team enter- 
ing the newly formed Inter-collegiate ' 
Junior Rugby Union, were questions 
discussed at the Athletic Association's 
meeting yesterday. A decision, that all 
students who failed to turn in their,, 
eligibility forms in time should be 
compelled to pay the C. I. R. F. U's, 
fine of five dollars, was also reached. 

Last year the Association went on 
record as favouring the Freshman) 
Rule, barring all freshmen from in- 
tcr-collegialc sport, but at that' the 
time it was thought to be inopportune. 
At yesterday's meeting the question 
was brought, up again and it is very; 
likely that the McGill representatives' 
will urge that this rule be adopted by 
the C.I.A.U. 

Last j'car the English rugby tea- 
had a dificit of $743.53; their revenu 
being only $122,57, which was half o 
the proceeds of a double-header shar 
ed with the Intermediate Canadiat 
rugby team. The Association this 
year will not be able to stand a 
deficit of this size but it is probable 
that the rugger men will be able to 
cut down expenses and help finance 
their trip to Toronto. H this is the 
case, it is very likely that the Asso- 
ciation will give them a grant. 

For each eligibility form which is 
not in on time at the C.I.A.U. there 
is a fine of five dollars. These forms 
must be signed by a professor— not 
an associate professor or demonstrator 
— and handed hit en days before the 
contest Recently a senior football 
man neglected to turn in his form on 
time with the results that a fine of 
five dollars imposed by the C.I.A.U. 
In this case the fine will be paid b- 
the Association but in future, student 
will be called upon to pay it them- 
selves. 

Dr. Lamb and Prof. Brown broug 
up the question of MacDonald C 
lege entering a junior team in 
nçwiy formed Intercollegiate Ju 
Rugby League. If they enter a 'tcan 
in this league it means that thej 
forfeit all right to participate in any 
senioT branch of sport with McGi' 
In former years the "Mac" men lia 
figured on track teams and in, the 
W. 'and F., and if they are granted 
membership in the Junior Union al 
such association with McGill will b 
severed- Dr. Lamb will get into touc 
with MacDonald to-morrow and ex: 
plain the position to them and a de 
finite decision will very likely b 
reached as to whether or not the 
will play a team. Providing that the 
Junior McGill team makes applicatior 
to play in this league, permission will 
be granted by the Association. 

Before the meeting adjourned it wa. 
moved by Brewer that the Association 
send a message of condolence and 
sympathy to Mrs. Arless, the widow of 
the late Mr. Allan Arless who met 
death in the M.A.A.A.-Argo game o~ 
Saturday.
